Located in western Montana, Missoula County is home to the University of Montana, 
and is also a major medical and retail hub. The Employment by Industry table (inside), 
shows the University of Montana has a strong influence on the Missoula area economy 
with 3,000 state education jobs. The fall 2004 student enrollment was 13,313. Government 
employment overall accounts for about one-sixth of the total Missoula County workforce 
and generates one-fifth of the total annual wages paid.
